Last week, City Attorney 
Charles Schoech sent certified 
letters to five tenants containing 
new lease agreements. They must 
sign’ the lease and pay rent by. 
+ March 31 or they will be evicted 
, effective April 1. 

The sub-lessees include Mills 
Flying Service, Air Crop Care, Inc,. 
Homer Hand and South Florida 
Crop Care. 

Glades Airport Management, 
Incy operated by Don ‘Godfrey,, 
leased the airport from the city on 
Avril 16, 1996 for $2,500 a montt. 
Mr. Godfrey: then sub-leased the 
property to the five tenants.

$54,000. The sub-lessees say Mr. 
Godfrey never executed -lease 
agreements: with them. 

Mr. Wood says the sub-tenants 
are, not being asked to pay. what 
Godfrey owes, even though several 
of them, according to Mr. Godfrey, 
never paid him.

The city commission will decide

Scrutinizing the city’s finances 
was one of the first things Belle 
Glade City Manager W. Shelton 
Smith says he began doing after 
taking over the job in February of 
last year. 

One of the items that he says 
jumped out at bim right from the 
beginning ‘was the money owed 
by the lessee at the Belle Glade 
Municipal Airport. 

“I began cracking down as soon 
as I took over,” says Smith. “It's not 
our desire to get rid of the tenants, 
just that they pay what they owe,” 
he said. 

Mr. Smith said the city also sent 
a Notice of Default to Charlotte 
and John White who lease the 
Municipal County Club building, 
known as the Drawbridge Cafe. 
When’ the letter was sent on 
February 23, the Whites owed 
back rent of $5,729, plus interest. 

Mrs. White paid the city $1,000 
last Monday afternoon and says 
she plans to give the city another 
$1,000. before the sl of the

American Medical Association 
published the results of a study 
on the use of Ritalin to treat 
Attention Deficit Disorder or 
Attention Hyperactive Disorder 
in children, commonly called 
ADD or ADHD. The study, 
which was based on Medicaid 


and HMO prescription records, 
showed a 300 percent increase 
in the number of Ritalin pre- 
scriptions written for children 
ages two to four. 

The use of Ritalin to treat 
ADD is ‘still controversial in 
itself. Part of the problem is 
that ADD is diagnosed strictly 
based on the childs behavior. 
There is no blood or other phys- 
ical test to determfhe if a child 
suffers from ADD. i 

The use of ‘Ritalin on very 
young children may well be a 


‘cause for concern, Think about 


it. How could you possibly tell if 
a two-year-old has ADD? A nor- 
mal two-year-old sperids most 
of his time running around 


from one activity to the next, 
playing with a toy for a few 
minutes and then getting dis- 
tracted by a Barney Show 
rerun and basically bouncing 
off the walls. 

The years between ages two 
and four is the.time when par- 
ents are supposed to be teach- 
ing,a child how to behave prop- 
erly in various’ social situa- 
tions. It seems that unless it 
was a very extreme situation, it 
would be difficult to determine 
if a two-year-old was'misbehav- 
ing due to ADD or simply 
because no one has yet. both- 
ered to teach him how to 
behave properly.

UF team helping to create solar’ 
cells thinner than human hair

University of Florida engineers are pioneering 
an inexpensive method for making a new breed 
of exceptionally thin and cheap solar cells 
expected to make solar power a more wide- 
spread source of electricity in the new milleni- 
um. 

‘The cells, known as “thin-film solar cells,” are 
100 times thinner and potentially lighter than 
today’s silicon cells. They also require less semi- 
conductor materials, an attribute that opens the 
door for the cells to be made cheaply and in great 
quantity. 

“The material. cost is very minimal,” said 
Sheng Li, a UF professor of electrical and com- 
puter engineering and part of a four: ‘member UF 
faculty team’ at work on the process, "This is a 

, very promising technology for solar cells.” 

The UF research comes’ at a time when the 
market for’ solar cells is In a strong growth 
spurt. For the past several years, the industry 
has an annual growth rate of 15 to 20 percent, 
similar to that of the booming semiconductor 
and computer industries. Total sales reached the 
$1 billion mark in 1998, according to industry. 
publications. , 

Solar cells’ advantage is that they produce 
“green” power without harmful emissions. Also, 
they can generate power for a house or small 
business on site, reducing electrical demand on 
power plants and electrical grids. 

Traditional silicon cells, however, require rela- 


tively large amounts of semiconducting materi-/ 


als, making them expensive to manufacture and 
driving up their cost in the marketplace. They 
are also heavy and unwieldy, limiting their 
potential applications, Li said. 

The UF researchers hdpe to get around these 
problems through the thin-film cells, which’can 
be created with “pennies’ worth” of materials on 
flexible.surfaces such as plastic. Where tradi- 
tional solar cells use wafers similar to computer 
chips, thin film cells use thin layers of-semicon- 
ductor material. Thin-film cells, however, have a 
far more complex chemical structure and are 
more difficult, to make than traditional cells, 
attributes that håve- limited their production

and commercialization to date. 

Scientists and engineers at more than a dozen 
universities, government labs and corporations 
are exploring several different thin-film solar 
cell technologies as part of a major initiative 
sponsored by the National Renewable Energy 
Laboratory, a government lab that seeks to 
develop renewable energy technologies and 
improve energy efficiency. 

The UF team, part of the “Thin Film 
Partnership program,” is focusing on a technolo- 
gy that uses.a compound semiconductor called 
“copper indium diselenide,” or “CIS.” 

The technology involves depositing an 
extremely thin layer of CIS on a specially pre- 
pared material such as glags,Li said, Teo to 3 
microns. thick, the semiconductor layer is thin- 
ner than a human hair andod00 times thinner | 
than conventional solar cells, he,said. 

Researchers elsewhere have demonstrated 
CIS cells can convert as much as 18 percent of 
sunlight to electricity, about the efficiency of the 
most efficient traditional silicon cells, according 
to the National Renewable Energy Laboratory. 
But there still are major challenges to overcome 


_ in manufacturing the cells. 


“They have a more complicated structure and 
require more complicated processing,” said Tim 
Anderson, chairman of the UF. chemical engi- 
neering department and member of the CIS 
team. “Our role is to better understand the pro- 
cessing and transfer the technology to industry.” 

The UF team also is experimenting with ways 
to simplify the manufacturing process, Li said. 
Three years into the six-year project, the team 
has used a simpler, cheaper process to make CIS 
cells with efficiencies in the range of 8 to 10 per- 
cent, good progress toward the project's goal of 
13 to 15 percent efficiency, Li said. He added 
that he expects CIS cells to be widely available 
on the market in less than 10 years. . 

The National Renewable Energy Laboratory is 
providing about $1.6 million for the reséarch. 
The other UF team members are Paul Holloway,: 
a professor of materials science and engineering,

Forty-nine people.struck by lightning last -year

It wasn't a particularly 
strong storm. As thunder- 
storms go this one was no’ big 
deal. Falmouth, Maine is not 
exactly the thunderstorm capi- 
tal of the world, after all. 
Strong storms, are rare in 
Maine, especially.the violent 
variety. 

This one, on an early June 
afternoon in 1980, seemed 
especially weak.Yet, Edwin 
Robinson was concerned about 
the rainstorm. Concerned 
enough that he walked out into 
the yard in the steady rain 
searching for his pet chicken. 
Finding the chicken was never 
easy for Robinson, even on a 
sunny day. A traffic accident in 
1971 had robbed the 64 year 
old of his sight and most of his 
hearing. 

So, he would let the chicken 
find him, Robinson would make 
a clucking sound, the chicken 
would eventually cluck back 
and the two would be reunited.

On "this day, however, Edwin 
Robinson never heard that 
clucking sound. As he walked 
under a poplar tree he was 
knocked face-down -òn the 
ground by a bolt of lightning. 
He later told friends that it felt 
"like somebody cracked a whip 
over my head". 

For twenty minutes, Robin- 
soni lay unconscious under the 
tree. When he woke up he felt 
confused and very tired. He 
wanted to take a nap.When 
Edwin Robinson got up from 


“his nap he was a changed man. 


For the first time in nine years, 
he could see again, he could 
hear again and he was growing 
hair again on his bald head. 

It is an extraordinary tale. 
Here was a man who not only 
was. struck by lightning and 
survived but actually benefited 
from it. Unfortunately, Edwin 
Robinson's story is one in a bil- 
lion. > 

In most cases, victims of 
lightning are just lucky to be 
alive. And in Florida during 
1999 we had too many lucky 
people. The National Weather 
Service reports 49 people were 
struck by, lightning last year. 
Five of those victims were 
killed. 

In the last 40 years, 34 people 
have been killed by lightning in 
our area alone, with dozens 
more victims around the state. 
1994 was a particularly deadly 
year. The National Weather 
Service reports 128 people were 
struck by lightning ín 1994, 
breaking the old record of 108 
in 1994. 

The average number of per- 
sons atruck by lightning each 
year. in the state is 40. On aver- 
age, eight people are killed by 
lightning. 


a 


Usually lightning is a singu- 
lar killer, striking oné person at 
a time. Yet, in 1994 that was 
different, too. On June 16, 35 
Florida National Guard troops 
were shocked by a single light- 
ning flash at Camp Blanding. 
In September, eleven players 
and one.coach of the Pahokee 
High School football team were 
hospitalized after being injured 
by a nearby flash. 

Florida suffers more light- 


ning injures and deaths 
because Florida experiences 
more thunderstorms: . The 


Sunshine State is the most 
lightning prone. area in ‘the 
United States. In an average 
year, Floridas.receives almost 
twice the number of lightning 
strikes as other areas of the 
» nation. 

Most people who are struck 
by lightning are hit before the 
rain arrives at their location or 
after the rain has ended. 

The National Weather Ser- 
vice recommends the "30-30 
Rule" for lightning safety. 

Part one-30 seconds: count 
the seconds between seeing the 
lightning and hearing the 
thunder. If the time is 30 sec- 
onds or less then the lightning 
is close enough to be a threat. 
Seek shelter immediately. 

Part two-30 minutes: after 
seeing the lightning flash, wait 
30 minutes before going back 
outside. 

The next time the clouds turn 
dark, the thunder begins to 
rumble and the lightning 
shows. up perhaps we should 
follow the example of: Edwin 
Robinson’ pet. 
should all play chicken.

translate for them -and there I 
would go.”

At the same time that she wes 
improving her English skills, her 
mother made sure she valued and 
remembered her Hispanic her- 
itage. 

“My grandmother still lived in 
Cuba oben I was little. I never 
had any. formal education in 


-Spanish until high school, but 


when my grandmother's letters 
would come, my mother would 
read them to me. I can remember 
sitting with a dictionary and writ- 
ing back and mother. bought me 
books in Spanish,” Mrs. Silva 
said. 

“I always loved the- language 
my parents taught me at home,” 
Mrs. Silva continues, “In college, 
as I studied Spanish language ~ 
and literature, I wanted to impart 
that love to young people.” 

She earned ber ` bachelor’s 
degree in language and linguistics 
at Florida Atlantic University and 
won the M.E.D. grant, sponsored 
by Dr Carlos Diaz to earn her 
masters degree in education with 
cultural foundations. 

As the child of immigrant par- 
ents, Mrs. Silva has much in com- 
mon with her students, many of 
whom are migrants from Mexico, 
Nicaragua, or Honduras.
